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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are either not persuasive, or 
refer to the amended claims, which have not been entered. In particular, with respect to applicant's arguments that the ligand taught by Xu 
et al. is not a cystein-biotin, the Office disagrees. In applicant's specification, applicant discloses that a cysteine-biotin refers to "any biotin 
derivative with an N-terminal cysteine". Since the ligand taught by Xu et al. would in fact be considered a biotin derivative which comprised 
a N-terminal cysteine, as applicants have acknowledged, the ligand taught by Xu et al. would read upon the cysteine-biotin recited in the 
claims. Furthermore, with respect to applicant's reference toward fig. 1, while the Office acknowledges that this is a biotinylated cysteine, it 
would not exclude other forms of biotin derivatives with an N-terminal cysteine. With respect to applicant's reference toward para. 0042 as 
an example of cysteine-biotin, the Office notes that the specification merely states that any ligand covalently linked to the carboylate group 
of the cysteine may be attached to the protein and that any ligand containing a free thiol group that forms a thioester bond with the protein 
and an amino group which can undergo rearrangement to form an amide bond may be used, and does not exclude biotinylated peptides. 
With respect to applicant's second argument that the biotin is attached to the backbone of the remaining portion of the fusion protein, this 
appears to be directed toward the amended claims, and therefore has not been entered. 
For these reasons, applicants arguments are not found persuasive. 
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
